preme court decided that Neely could 
be extradited, for the re.-ison tiwt the 
failure of the United Sti-.tes to return 
Neely to Cuba for trial fur the embez- 
tlement of Cuban postal fuc'ls would 
give American justice tx black eye in 
Cuba, especially as the United States 
was doing all it could to reform and 
purify the administration of justice la 
that island. 


Th court held that Cuba Is foreign 


territory, o»r only purpose in the war 
with Spain oeiug to free the Cubans 
from Spanish domination. 
The de- 


cision was based upon the act of June 
C, 18bO, which act was held to be con- 
stitutional. 
« 


Justice narlan handed down the 


court's opinion, which was unanimous, 
an Immediately after the opinion was 
concluded an order was issued requir- 
ing that the mandate in the case be is- 
•ued at once. 


The case came up on appeal by Neely 


from the judgment of the circuit court 
for the southern district of New York, 
remanding him to the custody of the 
marshal of that district to await trans- 
portation to Cuba on a warrant of ar- 
rest issued under the" pro visions of tbe 
new law. 
The facts in the case were 


reviewed by the justice, and the ground 
upon which Neely attacked the con- 
stitutionality of the law. 
The first 


question discussed was whether or not 
Cuba was a foreign country. 
This, 


Justice Harlan said, was not difficult 
to answer: 


Cuba was, under the resolution au- 


thorizing the president to use the United 
States forces to free it from Spanish 
dominion, the terms of the treaty ot 
Paris of December, 1898, the action of 
the military powers of the United States 
subsequent to the ratification of tbe 
treaty, foreign territory. It could not 
be considered in any legal or interna- 
tional sense as part of the United States. 
The island, he continued, wds none the 
less foreign territory because it was un- 
der a military form of government. 


Tbe results of the Spanish war could 


not have been avoided by the United 
States under international law, even if 
it had been desired to do so, and the 
.government was compelled to hold 
Cuba in trust for the people of the isl- 
and until the people there had formed 
a government for themselves, and to 
pacify It in the nfeantime. 
The act 


of June 6, 1900, was in execution of the 
terms of the treaty, so far as they ap- 
plied to persons in Cuba. It was com- 
petent for congress to provide by legis- 
lation for carrying out the guarantees 
of protection of life and property in 
Cuba made by the United States in the 
treaty. 


Neely's citizenship did not give him 


the right, said Justice Harlan, to set 
It up as a protection against extradition 
to a country where he had committed 
a crime in violation of its laws, to be 
punished there for his acts. 


The contention of Neely that the mil- 


itary occupation of Cuba was unwar- 
ranted by the constitution and an in- 
vasion ot the rights and territory of a 
friendly territory, the justice said, was 
without merit. The war against Spain 
..•was conducted jointly, and the resolu- 
tions of congress authorizing its prose 
cution did not commit the United States 
to the recognition of any government 
in Cuba until after one had been set 
rp, after the island had been wrested 
from the control of Spain, the terri- 
tory pacified and a condition of tran- 
fluility assured. 


The Judgment of the circuit court re- 


manding Neely to the custody of the 
marshal, thus affirming the validity 
«nd constitutionality of the extradition 
In w, was affirmed, and by an unanimous J 
court. 


As soon as the war department is offi- 


cially informed of the decision of the 
•upreme court, steps will be taken to se- 
cure the prisoner's removal to Havana 
for trial. 
Neely is now in custody in 


the Ludlow street jail at New York, 
pending the hearing of civil proceedings 
against him on the charge of having 
brought stolen goods into the state of 
New York.

BUT TELLER DOESN'T CAEE 


Insists on Full Discussion of tbe 


Measure—General Egaa and ths Ad- 
ministration Coine lit For a "Roast" 
From tbe Colorado Senator 


Washington, Jan. 15.-Mr. Teller of 


Colorado, speaking to an amendment 
he had offered, delivered a Bensational 
denunciation of General Egan, former 
commissary geaeral of the United 
States army, his statement including 
also the administration, at the close of 
a day of dreary discussion of the tech- 
uk-al detuilb u£ Lbo aruiy reorganization 
bill. 


Mr. Teller's amendment referred to 


that section of the bill which authorizes 
the president to retire any officer who 
has been suspended from duty either by 
sentence of court-martial, or by execu- 
tive order iu mitigation of such sen- 
tence, striking out the words ''has been" 
and substituting therefor "shall be 
hereafter." 


Al ter saying thai the section bad been 


Incorporated in the bill for the purpose 
of enabling the president to retire Gen- 
eral Egan, Mr. Teller declared it v/as 
retained in the bill in order that an offi- 
cer of the army, Major Joseph W. 
Wham, might be got rid of. ''He can- 
not be gotten rid of in any other way," 
said Mr. Teller, and "he ought not to 
be gotten rid of in any circumstances." 


In the course of his remarks Mr. Tel- 


ler adverted to tae case of Genera? 
Egan at some length. Mr. Teller de- 
nounced General Egan in sensational 
language. "As au-officer of the United 
Slates army," said the senator, "he 
made an exhibition of himself nnd 
showed himself to be a miserable black- 
guard." 


Referring to General Egan's denial of 


General Miles' charges as to "embalmed 
beef," Mr. Teller declared "his language 
was brutal and low, and so bad it could 
Dot be overlooked, although there was a 
Tery evident desire to overlook it." 


Mr. Teller mage a stinging attack up- 


on the president for having retired Gen- 
eral Egan, asserting the "retirement in 
the circumstances was a decoration and 
a reward for his attack upon the general 
commanding the army. 
At consider- 


able length, Mr. Teller then discussed 
the case, of Major Wham. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Teller's state- 


ment, Mr. Carter, onp of the members 
of the military committee, addressed 
the senate in an appeal for the passage 
of Ihe pending measure at an early date. 
"I think the senate ought to know." 
said Mr. Carter, "that each day's -delay 
in the passage of this bill w ill Involve an 
additional expenditure of at least $500,- 
000." 


Mr. Teller declared that he would ob- 


ject at this time to any date being fixed 
for a final vote. 
He said the pro- 


visions contained in it were of such 
.a character as. to demand fuU d«bate. 
"I do not care-if this delay does cost 
$500,000 a day. It involves the creation 
of a great standing army that will cost 
this government millions upon millions 
of dollars after we are dead and gone."

continued the premier, "simply 
said 


that, if the French missionaries disap- 
peared, they would be replaced by for- 
eign missionaries. 
The government 


will not tolerate the organization of re- 
sistance against the laws of the coun- 
try. 
No interference on the part of 


the pope will be allowed in the law of 
associations, when it is voted upon. 
The pope has rights as the spiritual 
head of Catholics, but the state also bate 
rights written in the concordant, which 
It will see respected.1' 


This declaration rallied around the 


government > all the Leftists and Cen- 
tralists, who voted approval of the pre- 
mier's declarations, by 4.28 to 95, and

was a quiet man and a first rate soldier, 
and be would bare bsri the stripes and 
chevrons of a sergeant very soon after be 
joined our outfit if he had not immediate- 
ly exhibited bis unfortunate somnambu- 
listic tendency.

A NEW LA BOB 


Organized labor has awakened to the 


abuses that may creep in and deprive 
labor of its right under the eight-hour 
law- The contract syst&m has been 
used quite generally to defeat the law 
in the interest of so-called econbmy :n 
the city, county and state. The ej^ht- 
hpur law applies to those empToye'd by 
the city, county or state, but not, as 
some interpret the' measure, to those 
employed by contracotrs who may have 
contracts from the city, county or state. 
Many citios have adhered to this in- 
terpretation of the law with the result 
that a very !ar?;e per cent ofl those eia* 
ployed on public work's have been em- 
ployed 10 hoars a dajj or longer at a 
rate of wages not exceeding and some- 
times not equal to that' paid the eight- 
hour en who worked directly for the 
public officials- Organized labor is about 
to fight a bill through the legislature, 
if possible, putting contract work done 
for the public on a basis equal to nbn- 
contract work. Tt is proposed to attach 
the referendum to the bill so that it will 
not be operative in cities unless adopted 
by the voters, ;n a. manner similar to 
that which controlled the acceptance 
and enforcement of the ei^ht-hour law. 


The proposed *aw is just and should 


be passed. North Aifams has not wait- 
ed for its coming. la this city we ac- 
cepted the spirit of the eight-hour law 
and no workingman has been defrauded 
by the taking advantage of arty tech- 
nical opportunity there may be in the 
bill.

WATCHES IN PAWNSHOPS.

Sometimes 
men pawn engagement rings. We simply 
take that as a sign that they have broken 
an engagement, but when a woman 
comes to us with one of them, we 'kno\\ 
she needs the money. 
"I've made quite a study of 
pawn- 


shops," continued the broker, "and I find 
that in the majority of cases the dress ot 
the person asking for a loan on some ar- 
ticle has a great deal to do with t''e 
amount received. If the pawnbroker sees 
a well dressed person in front of him, he 
will naturally argue that he or ehe is a 
little short for the time beinsr, liut will 
return and take the article out of pWsre 
in a few days. If, on the contrary, the 
person asking for a loan be poorly dross- 
ed, there is little chance that he m she 
will get a fair amount on it. In the lat- 
ter case the pawnbroker "usually offers 
only what he thinks the article will bring 
at private or public sale with the amount 
of his interest deducted."—Baltimore 
News.

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT 


Indefinite Street Lines a Loss to the 


City. The City's Sew«r Work 


The report of City Engineer Emigh 


has been filed, with the mayor. It con- 
tains many matters of interest, and a 
large number of statistics connected 
with public work for ihe last year. 
Mention is made in the introduction of 
the need of a fireproof vault for the 
preservation of all the impwtant rec- 
ords of the department, -the loss of 
which would mean great inconvenience 
and expense tp the city. 


In connection with the sewer wtork 


the report reviews what h,as been done 
by the city for the last 10 years. Up 
to March 1, 1891, the town had spent 
only $40.649 on its sewera. Since that 
time every year has seen important ad- 
ditions to the system, and the total 
amount expended to December 1, 1900, 
was $276,005. 


Under the head of street* the report 


emphasizes the need ol attending to the 
matter of monumenting the street®. It 
is unfortunate that the boundaries tof 
the streets have been left 
without 


monuments, and allowed to pass into 
theindefinite condition that now pre- 
vails, says the report- It meana that 
much work has to be done over again 
every time that the lines are needed. 


The report also says that so far as 


possllle definite grades should be pre- 
serv^d in putting in sidewalks and im- 
P?oT. ;ny streets, Various other mat- 
t-^rs are referred to, and a large number 
of tables containing information of 
interest are given.

day, but is doing well and will te all 
right in a few davs. 


Mr- Wright feels that the man did 


wrong in leaving him in the tunnel, 
where he was vers; liable to be killed. 
If he had fallen unbonscious on the 
track It would have been all over with 
him when the train came along. On the 
whole, he has reason to congratulate 
himself on his narrow escape.

Pacific coast are being enlarged, writes 
the Washington correspondent of the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat The latest 
addition to the itinerary, not fully de- 
cided upon, but under consideration, is 
a side journey to Yellowstone park on 
the way home. The president baa for 
several years wished to visit the park. 
Even before the beginning of bis first 
term be was compelled to decline re- 
gretfully an invitation to go there. 
The route of the projected travel will 
make it convenient to include tbe Yel- 
lowstone wonders on the return. Go- 
ing by tbe southern route, tbe presi- 
dential party will make a series of 
stops in the southern states. It is 
probable that several short excursions 
off the main route will be made. When 
tbe special train reaches Houston, it 
will be quite natural to include a day 
at Galvestoa. On the way through 
California it is being arranged to make 
short stays at tbe principal cities. 


In the northwest tbe president has 


Informally accepted invitations to visit 
Portland, Tacoma, Seattle and several 
other places. On the way east Spo- 
kane and Helena are to be stopping 
places, and it is possible that the route 
may be lengthened to include Salt Lake 
City. The president is quite inclined to 
spend a day at the capital of tbe 
mountain state which reversed its pre- 
ceding electoral vote and gave him a 
handsome majority. The present plan 
Is to take plenty of time for the trav- 
eling, with no idea of hastening back 
to Washington. Having such a purpose 
in mind, the president has asked all of 
the members of tbe cabinet to lay their 
plans to accompany him. For six weeks 
or more the administration will be on 
wheels if nothing occurs to thwart the 
iutentions.

at the Pan-American exposition the 
coming summer, says the New York 
Journal. It has been decided to con- 
struct a special building for the proper 
display of the working colonies of bees 
and the great variety of beekeepers' 
supplies which will constitute this ex- 
Jilbit. This will undoubtedly be the 
most extensive bee exhibit ever pre- 
pared in this or any other part of tbe 
world. None but students of bee cul- 
ture will realize fully tbe great Impor- 
tance of this industry. 


It is estimated that there are 300,000 


persons engaged in bee culture in the 
United States alone and that the pres- 
ent annual value of honey and wax Is 
In excess of §20,000,000. There are 110 
societies devoted to the study and pro- 
motion of beekeeping. Bight journals 
ore sustained by this industry. Fifteen 
steam power factories are producing 
supplies, of various kinds for the us& 
of beekeepers. 
American honey finds 


a market lit many distant countries. 
The United States produces 
more 


honey than any other nation. 


The bee exhibits at the Pan-American 


exposition will be so arranged that the 
bees may enter their hives from the 
exterior of the building and carry on 
their work of honey collection undis- 
turbed by visitors, yet in full view 
through the glass sides of their hives. 
The successful management of an 
apiary requires a knowledge of botany 
as well as familiarity with the habits 
and requirements of the bees them- 
selves. 


The bee exhibit will illustrate the 


operation of an apiary and will show 
the common honey producing flora in a 
way to be understood by all. The re- 
lation of bees to horticulture and agri- 
culture will be clearly shown and the 
many uses of honey illustrated.

Dave Rodebnufh was the man who 


was beet entitled to the sobriquet of 
"Mysterious Daye," which has been 
wrongfully applied to Dave Mathea. 
ftodebaueb't advent to the circle of fa* 
aious western characters was unherald- 
ed, but m nowise lacking Lu brilliancy. It 
was at Great Bead, Kan., in thw early 
seventies, that one Frank Whitfield, who 
by reason of his former habitation was 
known as Texas Frank, was one day 
amusing himself by shooting up the town. 
His crowning feat of deviltry was to 
cause the bartender of the Rome saloon 
to kneel with a full glass of beer upon 
his bead and to shatter the glass with a 
bullet from his revolver, fired from the 
opposite side of the room. Much amused 
at the beer bespattered bartender, Frank 
proceeded to fexecate a dance of approv- 
al. 
He was recalled to the bore sur- 


roundings by th£ sharp command: 


"Drop it, pardner, and shove up yer 


hands. I've got ye covered." 


Frank turned to look into the muzzle 


of a six shooter in the hand of a little 
red beaded man with a thin, red beard. 
Frank's bands went up very high, and 
the strange man ordered him to kneel 
with his face to the wall, which order 
was obeyed, and, following the red head- 
ed man's directions, the barkeeper pieced 
a glass of beer upon bis head. 
The 


strange man then stepped against the 
wall opposite and, with a shot from his 
revolver, smashed the glass in the same 
manner that his victim had done so re- 
cently for the barkeeper. 
After doing 


this the stranger backed out of the sa- 
loon, mounted his pony, which had-been 
left standing in front, and rode leisurely 
out of the town. 


Mo one could be found who knew him, 


and he was not seen again for some time.

In Mathes' case the name was 
not the true.iOfts. j Just here it may be 
stated that Mattes was a native of Ohio, 
his family being-one of the most promi- 
nent of the state, and that he was edu- 
cated at the OWo Wesleyan university., 
The writer THWWS thaf two of his strange 
disappearances.from his haunts in New 
Mexico were caused by visits to that 
state.

Judge Aiken Enjoins Abso- 


lute 
Secrecy on the 


Members of Jury 


WILL REPORT BY THURSDAY 


Divorcf Cases Taken up After Jury R§- 


tired Yesterday Afternoon. Several 
Local Couplet Separated. A Con- 


tested Case from Lanesiwo 


The superior court of Berkshire be- 


gan Us January criminal sitting in 
Pittsfield yestwday. The afternoon) was 
occupied with !he charge to th» srand 
jury and the hearing of divorce cases 


The court was a little late in its sit- 


ting, because Judge Aiken missed his 
train in this city. There were present 
District Attorney Gardner, Lawyer E, 
M. Wood, who will write the indict- 
ments as u&ual and several members 
of the Berkshire bar. All excepting G. 
M. Gibbs of Great Harrington of the 
grand jury were present. He presented 
a doctor's certificate showing that he 
was ill, and the court excused him. Two 
other members of the jury, however, 
were a little late in arriving and they 
were later given a separate charge by 
Judge Aiken. 


In delivering his charge Judge Aiken 


referred to the fact that the men he 
was addressing had been ch'ose-n as the 
grand jury for the ensuing year, and 
upon them rests the responsibility of 
ascertaining as to whether indictments 
shall be found in cases presented to 
them for consideration. 
The cases 


which come before them are of the 
more serious kind. The district court 
passes on minor offenses; in some in- 
stances appeals are taken. A majority 
of the cases up at this time had ^one 
through a preliminary hearing in +he 
lower court. It is the grand jury's 
province to take initiatory proceeding • 
without regard to any decision pre- 
viously given. 


He spoke especially of the importance 


of the jurors keeping their deliberations 
strictly secret Whatever opinions may 
have been expressed by any members 
of the jury, or what may be said by 
district attorney, must not under any 
conditions be divulged. 
Furthermore 


if an indictment is brought against a 
man not under arrest or who has given 
security for his appearance in court 
that fact must be kept In secret, or 
else a chance will be given to the man 
to escape. 


If the business become public, it will 


be a source of embarrassment to the 
jurors and to others as well. The 
members are free and untrammeled to 
give full expression to their views on 
any case under consideration. 
The 


judge said he had known cases -where 
great mischief had been occasioned by 
the doings of a grand jury leaking tout. 


The jury at once began their work of 


the session and District Attorney Gard- 
ner said yesterday that he -thought 
they would be ready to report by Thurs 
day, provided the cases went along as 
expeditiously as he expected.

Hathaway of Cheshire acainst WI1- 
marth Hathaway, also for desertion-

taken uo with one of the most sensa- 
tional divorce cases that has come be- 
flore ths Berkshire courts in several 
years Iri fact 't is the first contested 
case heard fib" some time- The sarties 
are Mary E. Culver of Lansshoro 
against David Culver, and the casfe has 
aroused the entire town of Lanesboro to 
a state of s"at excitement- Mrs. Cul- 
ver was on the stand nearly two- hours 
yesterday afternoon and the domestic 
affairs of the family were fully aired.

that the appropriation for Boston har- 
bor would benefit nbt only the state ot 
Massachusetts, but all the states from 
which goods •'.v^re shipped to Boston 
by water, malting a strong argument. 


Mr. Lawrence did not exr>ect an at- 


tack upon the modest item for the sur- 
vey of the Connecticut river when he 
made his general speech in support of 
the committee. The attack came, how- 
ever, late in) the afternoon flrom Mr- 
King of Utah, n-ho even objected to the 
amount of the grant as well as ic the 
necessity for it. Mr. Lawrence was in. 
his Seat, and promptly got the floor 
again to fifxplain the importance and 
propriety of the item. He'save a num- 
ber of strong facts in) connectioa with 
navigation on the Connecticut, closine 
by saying: 


Should the rfcport of the board be 


favorable the government ought with- 
out delay, to enter upon a work which 
would aid materially in. the business de- 
velopment of western Massachusetts 
and save thousands of dollars to the 
people througn a lower price flor coal 
and other commodities. 


The statement of Mr. Lawrence was 


so clear and convincing that Mr- Kini 
admitted its soundness and withdrew 
his amendment-
